William 8. McAdoo, as a printer, 
believes in following copy, wher- 
ever it may lead. Copy which he 
followed, in 8 campaign printing 
job, led him yesterday from his 
shop, which was somewhat shat- 
tered by a bomb explosion, to a po- 
lice station, from’ which he and 
five of his employes were freed 
last night, after the expensive 
process of furnishing bonds which 
‘aggregated $18,000. 
' He and each of the employes are 
| charged with violation of the State 
statute against issuance of anony- 
mous campaign matter, an offense 
punishable by a fine of $100 to 
$500, or a jail_term of 30 days to 
six months, 

The profits of the printing job 
are not believed to suffice to cover 
the damage to the McAdoo shop, 
1314A Pine street, by Saturday 
night’s bomb explosion, and the 
much larger damage to a floral 
show downstairs; the cost of the 
bondsman’s fee and the legal and 
perhaps punitive costs which may 
result. “Profit and loss” will prob- 
ably have to account for the bal- 
ance. 

Label Identifies Shop. 

The number appearing beside the 
printers’ union label, on the print- 
ed matter, identified the McAdoe 
shop as the source of the campaign 
matter, which Is.chiefly in support 
of Joseph C. Schroeder, candidate 
for the Républican nomination for 
Circuit Attorney in today’s pri- 
mary. 

Seven bundles of what the po- 
lice termed “literature,” similar to 
matter which had been circulated 
personally and by mall, were taken 
from the McAdoo printing office. 
A four-page circular, on which 
Schroeder’s name appears several 
times In black type, and which has 
no spcnsoring signature of any in- 
dividual, was the chief item of 
“literature.” 

. The circular advocated the nom- 
ination of Schroeder as one “who 
will wage relentiess war on gang- 
sters.” and “who can cope with 
ithe most able lawyers the crimi- 
nals can employ.” <A cartoon 
showed a Schroeder broom sweep- 
ing out the Circult Attorney's of- 
fice, some of the “rubbish” being :

Robbers Escape in Auto Toward 
St. Loulse—Alarm Sent Out 
by Radio.

TUSCOLA, Il., Aug. 6.—Five 


men, each holding a pistol, en- 
tered the First National Bank of 
Tuscola, at noon today, held up 
Fred Owen, assistant cashier, and 
Eli Murphy, a clerk, and escaped 
with between $5000 and $7000 in 
cash. 

A sixth man waited outside, at 
the wheel of a red Hudson touring 
car, with the engine going. While 
the robbery was in progress, A. W. 
Wallace, president of the bank, 
walked in, and was backed into a 
corner by two of the robbers. 


With the money, principally in 
bills of small denominations, the 
men backed out and sped away 
toward the National Trail, 30 miles 


south, before anyone outside of the 


bank knew of the robbery. A po@me 
was formed and set out tn pursuit, 
while J. L. Bush, grain dealer, 
who maintains a radio sending 
outfit, broadcast an alarm.

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EAT LOAF IN 
SUMMER

NE of the best forms of be- 
0 fore-handedness in summer 

cooking, is a good meat loaf 
This cold may be made a 
genuine delicacy and aristocrat 
among foods if carefully seasoned 
and so prepared that it will ob: 
moist. tender. savory and hold to- 
gether without crumbling. 

The best meat loaves contain 
some of that old-fashioned savory 
salt pork. This gives necessary tat 
and favor and keeps the meat from 
becoming dry: it also helps to huld 
*he mixture together. A beef or vea! 
loaf may be made from the cheap- 
er cuts of meat, the neck. breast or 
knuckles being adequate for the 
purpose. 

Combinations of meats are often 
better than one meat alone. Vea! 
and beef or veal and ham re 
often used. Chicken and veal or 
chicken and pork maybe used. 

The first point of difference be 
tween a good meat loef and a poor 
one is the grinding of the meat 
The tough. stringy. connective tis- 
tue should be removed and th» 
meat finely ground. The next im- 
portant thin is the seasoning. 
Mushrooms, onions, seasoninz 
herbs, lemon—both fuice and a bi-« 
of the rind—as well as salt and 
pepper all play their part in sea- 
soning a meat loaf that is to be 
tasty 

A good binder is important to 
hold the loaf together. This mar 
be made of bread crumbs and an 
egg or coid. cooked cereal and 
mo egw. Stock is the best mois- 

g to use although cream and 
may be used in chicken and 
veal loaves tf desired. 

A few strips of fat salt pork or 
beacon across the top of the loaf 
add savoriness while the loaf is 
baking. Frequent basting is an 
often overlooked eseential in mak- 
ing good meat loaves. If the loa?’ 
is molded in a loaf and is placed 
om a rack in a dripping pan, ft is 
easier to baste well. or it can be 
put in a bread tin and baked in 
the oven, in this way bastinz it- 
self. as it will cook it its own 
fuice. On the rack the outer 
edges bake a tasty, crusty brown 
and the absence of the pan facili- 
tates es.:icing the meat. 

nin slices of cold meat  tlioaf 
served with a salad are prime fa- 
vorites on the luncheon or picnic 
menu. Hot. the loaf may be served 
with a savory tomato or creo!s 
sauce. The cold slices may eves 
be dipped in egg and milk and 
sauted should a form of reheating 
be desired. 

One old family favorite recipe 
for meat loaf calls for 1 pound of 
salt pork. 1 pound of veal. 1 smal! 
onion, 2 pounds of beef, 1 cup of 
bread crumbs, 1% cup of stock. 
boulllon or milk, 3 eggs, juice and
